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THREE MEN CHARGED 
WITH THE OFFENCE 


T the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
A yesterday, before Mr. Justice Hanna, 
ornelius Redmond, Lord Edward 
street, Kevin Rooney, Blackhall street, and 
Thomas Nolan, Pearse square, all of Dublin, 
were charged with having, on November 27th 
last, wounded Francis Smyth, proprietor of 
Garry's Bakery, St. Stephen’s Green. Dublin; 
with having attempted to murder him; at- 
tempted to maim or cause him grevious 
bodily harm; with having assaulted him: 
with illegal possession of a revolver with 
intent to endanger life, and with stealing a 
pair of trousers and boots and 30s., the 
property of Francis Smyth. 

Redmond pleaded not guilty to all the 
charges, and pleas of guilty were made hy 
Nolan and Rooney to the charge of assault. 
and by Rooney to possession of firearms 
without a certificate. They pleaded not 
guilty to the other charges. 

The pleas of guilty to the admitted charges 
were accepted by the State, and Rooney and 
Nolan were put back. ; 

Mr. Martin Maguire, with Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) prosecuted in the case. inst Red- 
mond, who was defended b Mr 3. Hooper 
(instructed by Messrs, Greene and 

ns). 

Mr. Maguire said that on the night of 
Noverfiber 27th two men suddenly burst into 
the bakery, one of them carrying a revolver 
and the second man a sledge hammer. The 
men held up the staff of workers and pro- 
ceeded to smash a boiler and a new dough 
miter. They forced a workman to rake ont 
one of the oven fires. Mr. Smyth then 
entered, and, ‘without provocation, he re- 
ceived & blow on the head with the revolver, 
and-oneof the men shouted: “ Shoot him.°’ 
One of the men took up a baking board and 
smashed it over Mr. Smyth's head, took 
him out to a motor car, after placing a sack 
over his head, and took him to Rathfarn- 
ham. At a deserted part of the Dodder thev 
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scribed how he met a man running along 
the = in the direction of Rathfarn- 
ham. man, Francis , was all 
blood, and was battered, and hís hands were 
bound in á piece of twine.

He then 
went to Rathfarnham, and later to Black- 
hall street, leaving two officers in Rooney's 
house. Rooney was arrested that night. 
Witness saw a motor car in a yard at 
Swift's alley, which answered a description 
of the car used in the raid. He arrested 
Redmond, who said: “O.K. I know nothing 
about it.” The car had to be towed away 
from the yard. It appeared as if it had 
not been used for some considerable time 

Superintendent Hurley stated that the 
accused had no certificate for firearms. 

Mr. Hooper, for the accused man, said 
that the defence was simply and purely that 
he was not at the bakery at all, did not drive 
a car, and had nothing to do with the man 
who took’ Mr. Smyth away. He was not 
arrested until a month after the occurrence 
m4 could not recall his movements on that 
night. 


A DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE 
Redmond stated that he was an apprentice 
fitter, and his father was in busi 
Messrs. Redmond and Company, 
Edward street. He denied that he had any- 
thing to do with the taking away of Mr. 
Smyth, and he did not even know where 
the bakery was. His father had a motor 
car, but it had nct been used since July 
last. At the time of the occurrence at 
Stephen’s Green the car had no starting 
handle, no lights, and was defective, and 
could not be used under its own power. 
Cross-examined by Mr. aguire, he 
admitted that he could drive a car and had 
a licence, which expired last June. The 
car was incapable of running since the third 
week in July, and his father, becoming dis- 
gusted with paying repeatedly for repairs, 
allowed it to lie there. He could not say 
definitely where the Dodder was, nor did he 
endeavour to ascertain if he had been with 
somebody on the night of the occurrence. 
He took no interest in securing evidence be- 
cause he was absolutely innocent. 

John J. Redmond, father of the accused 
youth, said that he did not remember the 
night of November 27th. It would oa 
possible, of course, for his son to have 
taken out the car that night if he could 
make it go But it would Be dangerous for 
anyone to drive the car. 

iss Redmond, sister of the defendant, 
said that she did not remember her brother 
not being home to tea, which was usually 
taken at 7 p.m. 

Kevin Rooney, one of the accused men, 
was called to the box, and said that he had 
been at the bakery that night, but the man 
in the dock was not there.

Pubs and Pubs 


“ What you people sadly lack,” said an 
English visitor to me, over a beer in a 
County Dublin tavern, during the Easter 
holidays, “is a brighter-pub movement.”’ 
And as I looked around me I had to admit 
that our country hostelries are too often 
like unwanted children—barely tolerated 
by those who support them. We have 


little in our villages like the Red Lions | 


and Blue Boars of Merrie England where 
you can pick up a sandwich with your 
beer and have both in comfort—if not, 
indeed, a three-course lunch. Our taverns 
are places where the wise man is seldom 
'““geen” and the respectable never. 
Nobody would think of going to one of 
them for a meal (outside the cities), or for 
conviviality, if there were anything better 
to offer; and as for introducing one’s 
women-folk—the old tradition stil] persists 
of hiding them somewhere behind a door 
where they can be heard whispering like 
witches over a brew or ducks at a pond 
at night.

HOSE who haye followed with interest, 
T and some apprehension, the trend of 

European affairs since the first viola- 
tion of Abyssinian territory by Italian in- 
vaders last October, will read with consider- 
able interest two articles reproduced in the 
current issue of The New Commonwealth, 
in which the question of the application of 
sanctions of a military order are authorita- 
tively discussed in the light of both recent 
and futare events. 

The first of these, reproduced by the per- 
mission of the editor of ‘*Fighting Forces, 
and published under the pen-mame “ Áir- 
man, deals directly with ftaly's action in 
Abyssinia, and discusses in a _ theoretic 
manner the probable results of the applica- 
tion of military action against the aggressor 
in this particular instance. ‘‘ Economic sanc- 
tions,’’ the author maintains, “are only likely 
to be effective if, at the same time, League 
members combine their immensely superior 
military forces, ready for instant action, 
in the background.”’ 


MILITARY SANCTIONS 


With as an object of military ‘sanctions, 
the prevention of the aggressor from crossing 
the frontier or forcing his withdrawal in the 
event of a violation, the following steps 
might have been taken by the League of 
Natigns in the specific case of Italy's war 
action. They are: 

1. Naval action in the Mediterranean. 

2, Air action in the vicinity of Abyssinia. 

“The British Navy,” says the writer, 
“with or without the support of other 
European Powers, could, at the request. of 
the League, have denied the Italians access 
to the entrance of the Suez Canal. This 
would effectively have strangled operations 
in Abyssinia and brought about the end of 
the war by starving Italian troops of food, 
munitions, and other necessities. Naval action 
power could also have been used to enforce 
oil or mineral sanctions against Italy. 

“The chief objection to enforcing naval 
sanctions was that. in the absence of active 
French support, the bulk of the work would 
have fallen on the navy of Great Britain, 
whose action would have been considered on 
the Continent as arrogant and imperialistic. 
The majority of European nations willing 
to enforce sanctions would have had but 
little part to play in the collective 
plan. Active French naval support, which 
was essential to immediate success, was 
doubtful. The naval action under contempla- 
tion would, undoubtedly, have been regarded 
by Italy as a hostile act—hattleships and air- 
craft escorting transports would have immedi- 
ately come into conflict with the British 
Navy, and naval warfare would have spread 
throughout the Mediterranean. This would 
have jeopardised the safety of Malta and all 
vessels coming within the effective range of 
shore-based aircraft. The Navy would have 
been exposed to a severe risk that was not 


— 
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justified, ‘* though,”” remarks the writer, *‘' the 
ultimate issue would never. have n in 


doubt.” 
AIR ACTION 


Dealing with the application of air actron, 
the writer maintains that.the concentration of 
an enormous air force to oppose the Italian 
mvaders would have achieved the purpose of 
mflitary sanctions. 

“We will suppose,” he writes, “that Italy 
was able to muster forty bombing and fighting 
squadrons in support of her invading columns. 
Twice this number of squadrons at the dis- 
posal of the League Forces would have been 
able to take such action against the aggressor 
as to make advance im ible and cause his 
retirement. His lines of communication would 
have been cut; his bases and supplies de- 
stroyed, and his machines of war put out of 
action. 

‘‘The Abyssinians could have been assisted 
and warned of the enemy approach ; wounded 
would have been evacuated by air, and lines 
of communication improved.” 

THE FUTURE 

With regard to the future, the writer con- 
cludes as follows:—‘‘The difficulties above 
enumerated that now confront us in co-ordi- 
ey the various national fighting forces at 
the disposal of the League in a strategical 
plan can be largely overcome by proper organ- 
wing and training in times of peace. It is 
generally admitted to be most desirable that 
the League should know what forces it can 
count upon in a crisis, and that plans for co- 
operation should be prgpared; but too often 
we are put off by th® point of view that 
ractical international military co-operation is 
idealistic, and, at present, impracticable. The 
fighting services are instinctively conservative, 
and, perhaps, rightly so, for esprit de corps 
is fostered on tradition and the deeds of the 
past. But this conservatism involves a 
natural reluctance to introduce new methods 
and any fundamental change in our concep- 
tions of sovereignty or of war.” 


A PRESSING NEED 


** Unfortunately, the need is pressing, and 
the threat of air war in Europe will permit 
of no delay. 

‘We must look to the future, for many 
troubles 'oom ahead which threaten war. The 
existing structure of the League has proved 
inadequate to prevent the present war, and 
will require strengthening. The obvious and 
logical way of co-operating with our neigh- 
bours, to give effect to the new policy based 
on the League, presents no insuperable 
difficulty.’ 

The second article, dealing with the 
problem of collective security, is a translation 
of a contribution by the distinguished Greek 
diplomat and scholar, Ilis Excellency Nicholas 
Politis. 


TWO GREAT TRUTHS 


“The experience of the World War,” says 
M. Politis, ‘‘ brought home to every thinking 
man and woman two great truths. Firstly, 
civilised humanity has reached that stage of 
evolution in which universal war means 
universal suicide, It could only result in 
poverty, anarchy and barbarism. Secondly, 
if the international community is to esca 
such a catastrophe, it must. organise itself 
on the model of all society and safeguard 
peace through the maintenance of order and 
justice. These are the two essential and 
inseparable elements of peace. It is as im- 
possible to secure order without justice as 5' 
is to obtain justice without order. 

“Their realisation internationally demands 
three things : laws regulating the conduct of 
States, tribunals to adjudicate on disputes 
arising out of the application and interpre- 
tation of such laws, and force capable of 


‘ensuring the execution of decisions and the 


re-establishment of order if it should be dis- 
turbed.”’

When the debate was resumed in the 
Dail last night on the estimate for Local 
Government and Public Health, 

Dr. ROWLETTE (Independent, Trinity 
College) said that each child should be 
inspected once each year if school ‘inspec- 
tion was to be really effective in detecting 
the beginning of disease. There were 
many schools which were a positive danger 
to the health of the child.. He congratu- 
lated the Minister on his decision to give 
special consideration to the problem of 
mentally defective children. 

It was satisfactory, he said, that the 
infant death-rate was showing improve- 
ment; but the death-rate among illeaiti- 
mate children was three and a half times 
as great as that among legitimate children, 
and it was due, in his opinion, to post- 
natal, and not anti-natal. conditions, as 
suggested by the Department’s repoft. 

‘“‘It is a discredit to a civilised country, 
especially a Christian country like this, 
that three and a half times the number of 
illegitimate children should be con- 
demned to death in their first year of life 
than those of the more welcome child, and 
the responsibility rests very largely on the 
community.”’ | 


PUBLIC VEHICLES EW. 
DUBLIN 


Referring to the condition of public 
vehicles in the city, Dr. Rowlette said it 
was disgraceful. Trains, trams, cabs and 
taxis were disgraceful from the point of 
view of cleanliness. There seewed to be 
hardly any control by the police or any 
other authority in that matter. One could 
not travel in or on a public vehicle with- 
out being insulted and disgusted. The 
only exceptions were some railway 
carriages and some taxi-cabs in the city. 

Having read the circular letter sent to 
local authorities with reference..te the 
retirement of officials at the age of 65, he 
went on to say that he did not wish to 
discuss there the legality of the action that .

A New Recruit 


The list of international] treaty-breakers 
grows apace. Hitherto only the powerful 
States have dared to dishonour their 
treaty pledges; but, now that they have 
escaped scot free, the little Powers are 
beginning to follow their example. Yester- 
day it was announced in Vienna by the 
official newspaper, the Neichspost, that the 
Austrian Government proposed to call up 
the 1915 class, under the Federal Service 
Law that was passed on April 1st. When 
this law was passed Herr Schuschnigg, the 
Austrian Chancellor, explained at some 
length that it did not involve the re- 
introduction of conscription, and when the 
members of the Little Entente made a 
vigorous protest, they, too, were assured 
that there was no cause for alarm. Under 
the Treaty of St. Germain Austria’s army 
was limited to a total of 30,000 men, and 
conscription, as án the case of Germany, 
was abolished. Now there can be no doubt 
that conscription is being restored. Herr 
Schuschnigg’s assurances three weeks ago 
have proved to be as worthless as Herr 
Hitler’s statements concerning the Locarno 
Pact last year, and yet another accom. 
plished fact is being presented to the 
world. Some 50,000 young men—who were 
unborn when the World War was precipi- 
tated by Baron von Berchthold—will be 
called up for a medical examination early 
in June. They will join the colours in 
October. Obviously this decision is a 
glaring breach of the St. Germain Treaty, 
however much Herr Schuschnigg may 
protest to the contrary. When the Federal] 
Service Law was passed it was stated 
officially by the Austrian authorities that 
it had been designed especially to avoid 
violation of the Treaty, that 
powers which it conferred upon the 
Government: to introduce conscription 
would be used only in cases of emergency. 
What emergency has arisen?

Manifestly, 
this excuse was intended to throw dust in 
the eyes of the Little Entente Powers, 
who were suspicious of Austria’s good 
faith from the outset; and it is not at al! 
unlikely that the final decision to come 
into the open was suggested by Signor 
Mussolini, who is in close touch with 
Vienna, and whose recent “‘ victories”’ in 
Abyssinia seem completely to have turned 
his head. 

What does Austria's action mean? It 
may be suggested that the Viennese 
Government merely has taken a leaf out 
of the other treaty-breakers’ book, and, 
since Germany has re-established her con- 
script army, Austria sees no good reason 
why she should not follow suit. Piquant 
as this explanation may be, it hardly will 
meet the case. Austria in this matter is 
not a free agent. Ever since the World 
War her independence has been largely a 
myth. For the first few years she was 
under the tutelage of the League of 
Nations, which saved her from financial 
and economic collapse on several 
occasions ; but, with the growing power of 
the Nazi movement in Germany, and the 
increasing influence of Signor Mussolini 
in Central Europe, she rapidly became a 
mere vassal State of her former 
arch-enemy, Italy. The Italians—and, 
incidentally, the Little Entente Powers— 
were determined at all costs to prevent an 
Anschluss between Austria and Germany ; 
and when Dr. Dollfuss was murdered two 


years ago it quickly became obvious that 


: 


the real seat of Austria’s Government was 
in Rome. Now the two dictators are facing 
each other across the ruins of Austrian 
independence. Herr Hitler intends sooner 
or later to secure the incorporation 
of Austria in the Third Reich, on the 
ground that a majority of the Austrian 
people desires to make common cause 
with their German kinsfolk. Sigror 
Mussolini, for more reasons than one, is 
equally determined that there shall be no 
union between the two German-speaking 
States, and he has found willing allies in 
the persons of Herr Schusehnigg and 
Prince Starhemberg, who are in control 
of the Government machine in Vienna. 
The Duce apparently feels that his power 
in Europe is on the wane, since he has 
been dissipating his strength in the 
wildernesses of the Ogaden and the Tigre, 
and he, doubtless, is afraid that Herr 
Hitler will “ jump the claim " in Austria 
before he shall have had time to settle his 
account with Haile Selassie. With a

There is even a more sinister aspect of

the way is being prepared for her. Power- 
ful influences are at work in Great Britain 
and elsewhere on Hungary's behalf.

Nobody pretends that the 
Treaty of Trianon represents absolute 
justice. Undoubtedly, a certain number 
of Magyars has been placed under alien 
rule; but it is safe to say that almost any 
other delimitation of frontiers in that 
part of the world would be even more 
unjust. To attempt to tinker with the 
frontiers of Central Europe at present 
would be lunacy. It would unchain a war 
which inevitably would spread throughout 
the Continent, and for that reason those 
persons who are encouraging the Hun. 
garians are doing an ill-service to the 
cause of peace.

_ Quite a considerable proportion of the 
world’s population finds it difficult to 
Become widely excited about excavations. 
In the relics over which those in the know 
will gloat for hours the ordinary man in 
the street sees only a collection of rather 
dirty and poorly turned out pottery. 
Ancient cities brought back to the light of 
day all look much alike, and the mosaics 
and cave wall paintings do not really 
resemble real people. There is, or rather 
has been, but little human interest in the 
profits of excavation for those whose 
knowledge of the subject is confined to a 
few ‘rather disgusting jokes about 
mummies; but now a sports ground is to 
be excavated in Pompeii, which in 79 A.D.

barge, coming on top of those other em. 
bargoes which have more than halved Italy's 
trade and nearly halved her gold reserve 
within six months, Though far more difficult 
than formerly, aguression could still be ended, 
were the League members faithful to thei: 
obligations; but no couniry has put forward a 
definite proposal to take the action neces- 
sary, 

The truest words said at the League Coun- 
cil were those of Senor Madariaga when he 
pointed out that the real cause of failure 
was that the League members had not stood 
by the League's principles The League system 
has not failed; it simply has not been used. 
on account of the unreadiness of its mem 
hers to stand by ther obligations. 
True, the League may now collapse 
hy reason of the present failure; but that 
does not show that there is anything wrong 
in the League's system and prinaielita: but, 
rather. that the nations are not yet prepared 
for the higher standard of conduct which 
it implies. If so. the world has yet to see 
the results of their apostasy. The Abys 
sinian war will not end in Abyssinia. 

The Italians, it seems, will soon occupy 
Addis Ababa, and may go on to subjugate 
the rest of the country by their tried methods 
of massacre, meanwhile heaping up hatred 
against themselves. Not for many years }s 
it likely to be peaceful enough to develop 
or colonise. They may succeed in holding 
it till the outbreak of the next European 
war. ‘Then we may expect a frightful reper- 
cussion, not confined to Abyssinia. For 
black men everywhere, and indeed brown and 
vellow men, are watching this affair as the 
erucial test of the justice and humanity of 
whites. And what must be their verdict’ 
That no justice or humanity is to be expected 
where the white man's greed is concerned ; 
that the coloured races are to be ruthlessly 
treated and permanently kept under. (Haile 
Selassie was attacked, not because he was a 
barbarian but because he was a reformer.) 
Aa soon as European nations are again at 
grips with one another Africans everywhere 
are likely to seize their opportunity to rise, 
and may make |itle difference between the 
Italians who perpetrated the present crime 
and the other white nations which condoned 
it, If they brutally massacre white women 
and children they will merely he following 
the example now set them. 

Probably that opportunity will not be very 
long delayed. Mussolini has obviously brought 
a European war much nearer. No nation 
can now trust in the rest; the foundations

It appears 
certain that some, at least, of the orders 
for insurance against an increased duty 
were secured for those, who, by some means 
or other. had obtained some knowledge of 
the Chancellor’s intentions. It is not for 
the committee to inquire how this happened, 
but it has confirmed the disfavour with 
which the authorities have always regarded 
not only Budget risk insurances, but 
speculative risks of all kinds. -It is not 
improbable that measures will be taken to 
prohibit such insurances unless the assured 
person can prove he has a definite 
insurable interest.

- Sometimes a sheet had to be hung 
up across the room at night to divide it 
into sections, and sometimes the boys had 
to go out to the lobbies while. the girls 
undressed. 

Mr. DILLON said that he had good

The latter passage destroys any sugges- 
tion that the Government's action is not 
a return to the pre-war conscription, 
against which the Little Entente has so 
vigorously protested, despite the emphatic 
denials of Chancellor Schuschnigg when 
the Austrian Federal Service Law was 
introduced. 

On that occasion Dr. Schuschnigg said it 
was not yet certain whether the law meant 
actual conscription or whether it would be 
applied for works of national usefulness. 

When the Little Entente protested, it 
was semi-officially pointed out that the 
Federal Service Law did not at all mean 
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conscription, and, therefore, the law did 
not involve a breach of the Treaty of St. 
Germain. This, it was explained, was 
because the young men would not be called 
up to the colours, but only to a kind of 
labour service. 


“TROUBLE AHEAD” 
PARIS, Thursday. 


The French believe that trouble is brew- 
ing in Austria. The chief reasons given

They fear that the next fait accompli 
will be the Anschluss—the union of 
Austria and Germany ;

OR, FEARS OF GERMANY?

The German swoop on the Rhineland 
has left Austria and: Czechoslovakia with 
the feelings of patrents in a dentist’s wait- 
ing room. Statements that Germany now 
has no further ambitions in Europe do not 
reassure those who live next door to her— 
like the farewell appearances of popular 
favourites, they are thought not to be 
utterly final. 

In foretelling “‘ a sudden German descent 
on Austria with mechanised divisions ”’ 
when the fortification of the Rhineland 
has closed the gap through which French 
succour might come, Dr. Mataja, a former 
Austrian Foreign Minister, is only saying 
what every Austrian thinks. 

There two little countries are doing 
what little they can to strengthen their 
defences. The lesson of the Rhineland 
coup for them is that pacts and the 
League will not suffice to safeguard them. 


ARMS FOR ITALY? 


AGREEMENT WITH AUSTRIA

In the House 
of Lords, on June 4, Lord Kilmaine asked 
a question regarding Press censorship, and 
the next day the Morning Post published 
the article complained of, Before reading 
it Mr. Slade described it as a “ most 
offensive and uncalled for libel.” It was 
headed “ An Irish Interlude,”” and was 
full of misstatements and defamation. 
There was not a vestige of truth for the 
statement underlying the article, that his 
question in the House of Lords was a put- 
up job between Lord Kilmaine and the 
Government for the purpose of attacking 
the Morning Post. 


ASKED FOR APOLOGY 
When Lord Kilmaine’s attention was 
drawn to the article he wrote to the 
defendants. asking for an apology; he did 
not want damages. 

The defence was a denial that the article 
was defamatory, and a plea of privilege 
and fair comment on a matter of public 
interest. 

The article, added Mr. Slade, was a 
tissue of lies, and meant that Lord Kil- 
maine was a stupid and ignorant person, 
who; by permitting himself to be used as 
a mere tool, had abused his position as a 
member of the House of Lords by making 
unwarranted statements upon matters of 
which he had no knowledge and was in- 
competent to express any considered 
opinion. The final sting of the article 
was contained in the words: '' To take a 
charitable view, we must assume him 
(Lord Kilmaine) to be only the unwitting 
tool of others. who needed a not too- 
sophisticated agent for their ends.”

So ended the Moose River Gold Mine 
drama, which has thrilled the whole ol 
Canada since the fatal April 13th when 
three friends—Dr. Robertson, the 55 years 
old surgeon; Mr. Magill, of Toronto; and 
Mr. Scadding, a mine official—were 
caught in the mine and entombed by a 
sudden grash of tons of rock and débris. 

Mr. Magill, the youngest of the three— 
he was only thirty years of age—was badly 
injured by the falling rock, and, in spite 
of the unremitting care of Dr. Robertson, 
who held him for hours in his arms to 
try and keep him warm, he died from 
pneumonia on Monday. 

Since then the two survivors, lying 
beside the dead body of their comrade, 
had gone through successive nightmares of 
anxiety and disappointment as day after 
day the miners toiling to rescue them have 
been confronted by fresh difficulties, fresh 
falls of rock, and the ever-present danger 
of the swirling water which threatened to 
engulf them. 


DIFFICULTIES 


At last, after many false reports and 
disappointments, a party of rescue workers 
returning to the surface reported that yes- 
terday afternoon they had broken through 
the rocks and had entered the tomb. The 


passage, however, was so small that they 


had to wriggle on their stomachs through 


ten feet of splintered timber and rock to 


reach the place 

Efforts were then redoubled to clear the 
gallery sufficiently to pass through 
stretchers on which the two victims—weak 
and exhausted after their terrible ordeal— 
could be carried to safety. Hour after 
hour the rescuers toiled on to reach the 
men. From time to time they sheuted to 
the victims and received answering cheer- 
ing calls. 7 

Just before midnight, when the last 


stage of the heroic struggle seemed likely 


to drag on eternally, word came up that 


the stretchers were being taken in. At 
12.44 a.m. local time (5.44 a.m. British 
Summer Time) Dr. Robertson was brought 


up on a stretcher, but it was stated that 
he had himself crawled most of the way 
up the narrow twisting shaft.

MEDICAL STATEMENT

“ We feel Dr. Robertson will make a 
rapid recovery. Mr. Scadding’s feet have 
been swollen by cold, and are somewhat 
blistered, but we don’t anticipate further 
trouble,’’ 

Both patients slept until late in the 
morning, and the doctors this afternoon 
themselves as 
their condition; but Mr. Scadding is 
being flown to Halifax, as, owing to the 
state of his feet, it has been decided that 
he needs hospital treatment.

In some of the comments in America it 
is assumed that the conversations will take 
a wider sweep, and may be extended to 
the agenda of the Inter-American: Con- 
ference, which. on Mr. Roosevelt’s initia- 
tive, is to be held in Buenos Aires later 
in the year. For obvious reasons the 
Ottawa Government has not been invited 
to attend this gathering, but it is believed 
that the President would welcome any 
support from Canada in furthering the 
cause of permanent peace on the American 
Continent, which is the purpose for which 
the Conference has been summoned. 

The object of the Conference, as 
described in Mr. Roosevelt’s letter is (adds 
The Times), to secure the prompt ratifica- 
tion of all inter-American peace agree- 
ments already negotiated, the amendment 
of such agreements in the light of ex- 
perience, and, perhaps, the creation by 
common accord of new and additional 
instruments of peace. He suggests that 
these steps would benefit the rest of the 
world as well as America inasmuch as 
the agreements which might be reached 
would supplement and reinforce the efforts 
of the League of Nations and of al! 
other existing or future peace agencies 
in seeking to prevent war. There is no 
apparent intention on his part to create 
an American rival to the League of 
Nations; his aim is rather to promote a 
regional pact or series of pacts embracing 
the whole American Continent. The idea 
is being taken very seriously in South 
America. 

Much arduous work will be required 
before an agreement can be framed which 
will secure general acceptance. Nor must 
it be forgotten that any agreement, when 
signed, will have to pass the scrutiny of 
the American Senate, intensely suspicious 
of all foreign commitments. There is, 
however, a great driving force behind the 
movement assuring Mr. Roosevelt of wide 
support in his efforts. Canadian statesmen 
are certain to receive his ideas with 
sympathetic understanding if they are 
raised in the Ottawa conversations.

TRUNK ROADS 


Mr. N. WALL (U.L, Waterford) urged

BROTHER'S DEATH 


EVIDENCE AT INQUEST 

A verdict of “death from shock and 
hemorrhage,” following laceration of the 
brain and fracture of the base of the skull, 
was returned by a Dublin jury yesterday at 
an inquest which was held on the Rev. 
Brother W, A. D. Cosgrave, aged 71 years, 
O.Carm., of the priory, Whitefriar street. 
He died in Jervis Street Hospital early on 
Wednesday as a result of injuries received 
when he fell on the roadway in front of a 
tramcar. 

James Farrell, the driver of the car, said 
he saw a man hurry towards the front of 
the tram. He applied both brakes, and the 
vehicle stopped within two or three yards. 
The car might have touched him on the 
shoulder, and he iell forward on to the road- 


way. 

The Rev. W. Brennan, Prior, who identified 
the body, said that Brother Cosgrave had 
been in normal health, but he had been 
troubled with arthritis,and was rather stiff. 
It was possible that he had stumbled in his 
hurry to get across the road. 

Dr. O’Brien, House Surgeon at Jervis 
street Hospital, said that Brother Cosgrave 
was unconscious when admitted, and remained 
in that state till his death early next morning. 
His injuries did not appear to have been 
caused by the tramcar itself, and the vehicle 
had certainly not passed over him. 

The jury exonerated the driver from blame.

The larger proportion of these figures, of

PRESS: ADVERTISING 


Dealing with the advertisement of the Free 
State as a tourist centre, the executive state 
that newspaper advertising and the supply of 
tourist literature were the main forms of 
expenditure, and throughout the year their 
publications and output of their publicity and 
photographic departments were despatched 
regularly to thousands of addresses. 

The Association investigated complaints by 
visitors, and in virtually all cases succeeded 
in femoving the grievances by remedying 
the conditions complained of.

Tailoring, upholstery, perpentry and boot- 
making are the trades taught at St. Augus- 
tine’s.

In the tmaking depsrtment quite 
good work was being done, and the boys, to 
whom we s » were quite able to tel) us 
the operations they were carrying out. 
The mental defective can be trained to manual 
work, because he is inclined to be a “creature 
of habit,’’ and, once taught good behaviour 
aud how to do a job he ie not inchned to 
forget. ut, 

e work of training, however, “was 
obviously one which required infinite patience 
and a knowledge of psychology. In England 
the teachers are certificated for the job by 
the Mcdico-Psyehological Society, which has 
an Irish branch, but no examining body for 
the certificate in the Free State. This, how- 
ever, wauld be adjusted when legislation .s 
passed. It is generally reckoned that there 
should be one staff member to ten mentally 
deficients. 

Recreation, particularly out of doors, forris 
a large part of the training, and the boys 
who were regarded as “duds” when they 
played with their normal companions at home. 
now find they have a chance to shine at 
games. The living quarters of the colony are 
bright, and cheerful-coloured counterpanes 
cover the bods, and cheek table-cloths were 
laid on the tables in the diningrooms in 
readiness for dinner-time. 

As a matter of fact, I was standing in the 
hall just before dinner as the boys came in, 
most of them laughing apd ptrfectly happy. 
Each changed his boots, as he had been 
trained to do, and washed himself. Yet 1 
was told it sometimes took weeks to train 
one of these boys even.to wash himself or 
to eat his food with a knife and fork. Con- 
stant supervision is necessary to see that the 
boys do not mope, and on Saturdays each 
receives his et money—varying from a 
shilling dowkwards—and the only method of 
punishment adopted is the deduction of an 
odd penny from.a.boy’s allowance if he mis- 
behaves after several warnings. 


POCKET MONEY 


This pocket money, therefore, serves a 
double purpose; for the boys gain some idea 
of the value of money, although, up to the 
present, none have attempted to save, with 
the idea of having a little capital. They will 
save up just enough to buy what they want 
from the colony's ym * 

The question of finding sufficient teachers 
for the special schools will, of course, arise 
when legislation is passed; but the early 
difficulties may be overcome by getting some 
of the many Irish teachers who are now 
working in similar institutions in Great 
yas ERC, to come home again to take up the 
work. 

In 1007 it was revealed that there were 
26,000 mentally deficient persons in the whole 
of Ireland, and it was estimated that about 
two-thirds of these would require treatment 
of some kind.

“FEEBLE ACTS OF 
PARLIAMENT” 


James Murphy (27), East James terrace, 
and Michael Murphy (24), Ash street, coal 
workers, were charged with having, at Merrion 
road and Shelbourne road, with others to the

The Justice ordered each of the defendants 
to enter into a recognisance in £10 to k 
the peace, and to come up for sentence if 
called upon within twelve months, and to pay 
Patrick McDonald the sum of £5 14s. within 
four weeks. i 

The Justice in the course of the case said 
he felt he was justiSed in pointing out the 
inadequacy of present legislative enactments 
to deal with these trade disputes. They arose 
out of the difficulty in the control of prices. 
There was the Control of Prices Act, 1952, 
a measure of 47 long sections. It incorporated 
vet another prices determining Act, the Hous- 
ing, Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act. which contains 23 sections. There had 
been one prosecution brought in that court. 
It had come before him personally, and he 
had then an opportanity of studying the two 
Acts. and had formed the conclusion, which 
was fortified by the present case, that the 
power of the Controlling Commissions was en- 
tirely inadequate. The length of the Acts 
was, perhaps, the best comment upon their 
feehle structure. 

Mr. J. Murtazh, solicitor, who appeared for 
the accused men, and also for the Seamen's 
and Port Workers’ Union, said that only re- 
cently Michael Murphy had been presented 
by Mr Hannon in that court with a eertifi- 
eate for life-saving.
